bewitched; with that vngovly Antich2ift of Rome. 
Who being puffed vp with certaine liberall dona- 
tionsof ſome well minded pzinces,by little andlittle 
became of the pozeſt of all humane creatures , the 
molk mightie Pope and Pzimate and commaunder 
of all Chziltian pzinces . Wherefoze by the adiuice 


alſent of the whole realme in Parlament,he diſchar- 

ged himſelfe of the Romilh yoke, which many of his 
P20genito2s, the kings of England foz fellowſhip of 
other p2inces had ſo long ſubmitted themſelues vn- 
to. And therewithall,deliuering to all his ſubiecs, 
the lawof the Lozdin their owne mother tongue, ſo 
many yeares excluded from them , gaue power vnto 
godly pzeachers fo publiſh the truth, maugre all the

Pe itis,that hath ſundzy times latd plats 
fo2 the deſtruction of her royall perſon : and, ſo far ag 
inhimlaye, committed cruell murther by aſſenting 
vnto vile perſons to flaye her , and by giuing. them 
pardons befo2e hand fozthetr villanies. Finally he it 
is , that hath ſowne ſedition in the kingdome; that 
hath dziuen men, women and childzen,from true re- 
ligion to perdition ; from ſincere wozſhipping, to 
damnable ſuperſtition. And he it is, that hathmade 
not: the holy, but the helliſh league , with the great 
and mighty Pzinces of his religion to deuoure and 
conſune vs. But God be bleſſed fo2 enermoze, which 
hath lately deliuercd vs, and turnedſome of their 
owne weapons, pzepared againſt vs,into their owne 
bowels,andh#h dzowned Pharao and his hozſemen 
inthe-®ea. For though the Spaniſh king lately ap- 
proched tothe kingdome with wonderfull force 
and preparation to haue conquered the ſame, yet 
was he but a depurie therein to the Pope, & ſhould 
haue taken; poſſeſsion but of that which he gaue 
vnto him, and haue held the ſame of him , much like 
as Charles the Crle of Anioy and p2ouince, eld from 
Him the kingdome of both Scicils, Pe ſe therefoze

[ red by any ſecret 02 ſubtill meanes, fo circumuent 
her neighbo2s,but what ſhe meant fo crecufe in ded, 
( that ſhe p:ofeſſedvnto the wozld . She barenot men 
in hande that ſhe pzepared againſt the Zurke, oz foz 
the Jndics, when ſhee mcant fo innade her netgh- 
bo2s. Neither did ſhe make anie ſemblance of peace, 
fil ſhe might be fully pzepared vnto baffaile : but 
thee hath alwates dezlt plainly, and valeantly,and 
honourablie-with al pzomiſe . She neuer omitted a- FAA 
ny good and frendly meanes to pactfication, while a- 
ny hope of frendſhippe remayned, 'But when all 
hope of intreatie was quife extinguiſhed, the fledde 
vnto the next remedie; truffing that the mighty God 
of Iacob , which had many times dclinered- her, | 
wouldnow alſo be her defender and keeper. 

Alas, What honoz ſhall it be foz ſo great 4 migh- 
fie Pzinces,to bende their fozce againſt ſo godly, and 
peaceable a Queene; that confeſſeth as muchas they, _ 
one, and the ſelfe ſame God in Trinitie of perſons, 
E Unitie of Subſfance . That hath one 4 the ſeife- 
ſame 15aptiſme, thatlooketh to be ſaued by one and 
the ſelfeſame death, that hoyeth fo; the ſame refur- 
rection of the bodie, that confeſſeth one and the ſame 
Goſpel, and that beleenethin the ſelfeſame booke of 
Canonicall Scriptures, It had beene farre moze 
fo2 their honoz and credife, and fo2 the p2ofite of all 

Chziltendome , they hauing ſuch tozeofmen and
